She taught in a one-room school 
house in Beaver, Okla., before she 
married Lorrin Morris in Buffalo, Okla. 
on March 2, 1929. They made their first 
home in Beaver where their three 
children were born. After her family 
moved to Longview in 1936 Mrs. Morris 
worked several places before starting 
long-term employment with the J.C. 
Penney Company. After their 
retirement, she and her husband made 
their winter home, first, in the Weslaco, 
Brownsville, and Port Isabel areas of 
Texas, then in Casa Grande, Arizona.

Mrs. Morris lived at Campus Towers 
before moving to an adult-assisted 
home in Lexington, then resided at the 
Frontier facility. She did beautiful 
beadwork, embroidery and crocheted 
afghans for her family: 

She was preceded in death by 
husband in 1996. 

She is survived by a son, Warren 
Morris; two daughters, Odetta Yeager, 
and Rhonda Pfingsten, all of Longview; 
two sisters. Temple Mounts of Keizer, 
Ore., and Rubye Slay of Portland, 
Oregon; six grandchildren; eight great- 
grandchildren; three step- 
grandchildren; and one step-great- 
grandchild. 

A private family service was held at 
Longview Memorial Park under the 
direction of Columbia Funeral Service, 
followed by mausoleum entombment.

Mary Parish With 22-Point Buck 


Tribal member's buck 
will make record books 

(The following excerpt was taken from the Sunday, November 4, 2001, Tulsa 
World.) 

Very few archers still carry an old recurve bow into the woods these days. Outside 
of the famed McAlester Army Depot, which requires the use of traditional bows, the 
vast majority of today's bowhunters shoot the very efficient compound bow. 

Mary Parish said she began shooting with a custom-made Palmer Recurve several 
years ago. And she was a tournament archer for a good many years before she took 
up hunting. In fact, she won the women's division at several traditional archery meets 
where shooters use only longbows or recurves. 

The mother of two teenage daughters began hunting with her husband, Randy, 
about 10 years ago. They are involved in a deer lease in Craig County, and Mrs. Parish 
had harvested three deer in past years with a rifle, but had never scored in the archery 
season. She finally shot a buck the other day with her 40-pound recurve. 

And what a whitetail buck, indeed. 

Hunting in late afternoon, she admitted she first missed the deer at close range 
"but that little bow doesn't make near the noise of a compound, and the buck just kept 
walking by, very slowly." 

She was hunting in a treestand, and made the second shot count. 

The buck is a massive non-typical and will almost certainly make the archers' Pope 
and Young record book, and the Oklahoma Cy Curtis Trophy Club. Famed Tulsa 
archer Jim Dougherty has rough-scored the 22-pointer at 160 on the normal Boone & 
Crockett system. The animal field-dressed 154 pounds and the Parishes donated the 
carcass to the Hunters Against Hunger program. The deer will be processed into 
ground meat and go to a needy family somewhere in the state. 

Mary is a direct descendant of the Mary Shoeman family which stems from the 
Bertrand clan.

IG warns seniors about solicitations 


Senior citizens should 
exercise great caution when 
responding to solicitations 
promising additional Social 
Security benefit payments, 
according to an Office of 
the Inspector General (OIG) 
alert issued on July 6, 
entitled "Misleading 
Solicitations Target Senior 
Citizens." The alert was 
prompted by an OIG 
investigation, which 
confirmed that over 25,000 
individuals, including 
residents of nearly every 
State, had been duped by 
anonymous hoax flyers 
promising extra Social 
Security benefit payments 
and/or slave reparations 
from the Government in 
exchange for supplying 
sensitive personal 
information. Many elderly 
Americans were so 
thoroughly confused by the 
flyers, that they sent copies 


of identity documents, 
including Social Security 
cards, drivers licenses, birth 
certificates, and military 
papers to the address listed 
on the flyers. 

Two distinct flyers were 
widely distributed to the 
elderly and falsely 
promised recipients that 
they would receive money 
from the Government if 
they mailed their sensitive 
personal information to a 
post office box listed on the 
flyer. One flyer promised 
elderly recipients $5,000 
pursuant to a fictional 
"Slave Reparations Act." A 
second flyer promised an 
unwarranted lump sum 
payment or an increase in 
Social Security benefits. 
Both flyers required the 
recipient to provide highly 
sensitive- personal 
information such as name, 
address, telephone. Social 


Security number, and date 
of birth, in order to receive 
the funds. 

James G. Huse, Jr., 
Inspector General, Social 
Security Administration 
said, "By falsely promising 
additional Social Security 
payments, the anonymous 
mailings tricked seniors 
into parting with coveted 
personal information. 
Therefore, we are warning- 
seniors to think twice 
before responding to any 
solicitations promising 
additional Social Security 
payments. Seniors with 
questions about Social 
Security should contact the 
Social Security 

Administration or their 
relevant member of 
Congress directly."
